Labor Troubles Rivals the War 


As Vital Problem To England 


t SPECIAL TO THE GAZETTE.] 


Washington, June 8,—"The disloca- 


tion of labor is the biggest problem 
England has on her hands next to a 
successful conclusion of the war, and 
evc-n now the labor situation is receiv- 
ing nearly as much attention from 
the newspapers and thoughtful public 
ci kng'ianil as the war." 
This sentence is the summary of a 
long interview with Bruno Lasker of 
i ork, England, author 
of several 
works or. labor problems, who is now 
in this country making a study of the 
questions of industrial efficiency r-nd 
public works for B. Seebchm Rown- 
tree. 
Mr. I,asker is the confidential 
secretary of Mr. Rowntree and the lat- 
ter is a very close personal friend and 
advisor of Chancellor of the Excheq- 
uer Lloyd-George. Thus it will be seen 
that Mr. Lasker can speak with con- 
siderable certainty of the labor situ- 
ation In England today and of the at- 
titude and purposes of the Liberal 
Government with regard to the labor 
problem. Mr. Lasker and Mr Bown 
tree were among economists and so- 
cial reformers who recently won dis- 
iinction In England for their work on 
the Land Inquiry Commission of the

freedom of action. They understand 
clearly 
enough that the well-to-do 
classes are not likely to be effected 
by any prohibition law and again they 
are made to realize that the burden ot 
war falls most heavily on them. 


Although the question of intemper- 
ance enters into the problem of indus- 
trial very largely, compulsory prohibi- 
tion as a solution is impossible. The 
only thing to do in that direction is 
to create enough sentiment to make 
possible the enforcement of prohibi- 
tion, or at least temperance, before 
any sweeping llmior statute is passed 
But apparently the public and the 
press of your country do not si-asp 
the fact that there is «n actual dearth 
of labor in England today. I have re- 
ports from all sections of England 
telling of the Insufficiency of labor 
The war Is rapidly draining labor, nnd 
especially skilled labor, from the coun- 
try- 
Why, things have come to such 
n pass that the big manufacturers are 
going about trying to bribe workmen 
away from the plants of small con- 
cerns. Rather than drunkenness the 
scarcity of war materials, and of all 
other supplies for that matter, is dun 
to the fact that England todav 
is 
forced to run her plants with unsk'i'i- 
ecl laoor and not enough of that Now 
of course, it is im.iossiMe to keep uu 
normal production en that basis, rnucS 
less talk of increasing the output of 
goods. And every recruit added to 
the army makes the situation woree. 
But there Is onp way in which the 
employers of England have benefited 
temporarily by the war.
